five year certificate, S75: eight years, 
880; life (common; 890; life (high) 3100 
The boards of education are to employ 
the teachers but. the wage is to be 
paid from tbe respectivecoanty treas- 
uries upon vouchers issued by the 
clerk of the respective boards. Tbe 
fund is to be provided by levy tbe 
same as are tbe state taxes.

Awful Death of Samuel Bennett 


Near Isleta, 


STRUCK BY PAN HANDLE TRAIN 


He Was fouml BesUe the Tracks aod Take* 


To Newcomcrstowa Where 


He Died. 


Samuel Bennett was found lying be- 
side the Pan Handle tracks near Is- 
leta Saturday evening at 
~: o'clock. 
His legs were crushed to tbe hips and 
he died while his terrible injuries 
were being dressed by a railroad sur- 
geon at Newcomerstown. 
He was- 


married and leaver his wife and three 
small children. 


The tragedy is surrounded by cir- 


cumstances that excite universal pity

Bennett was a miner employed in 


one of the stnail mines near "Isleta 
and his bumble home was almost two 
miles southwest, of 'that place. 
He 


we&t to Mewcomerstown Saturday af- 
teruooa, and was seen by Section 
Foreman John Stewart about six 
o'clock making his way home along 
the railroad. A number of freight 
trains passed that way afterward, and 
the foreman walking toward Isleta 
an hour later found Bennett beside 
tbe tracks. 


He lay as though dead, but examin- 


ation showed he^kas still alive. He 
had been struck by a train, and his 
legs were crushed almost to his hips. 
The trousers were torn away, and the 
clotted blood and earth almost cover- 
ed the awful wounds. The bones were 
crushed and the flesh mangled in an 
awful manner, the whole presenting a 
horrible spectacle. 
Stewart secured help with the lease 


puc&ible delay and iho man was taken 
to Newcoaierstovvn where word had 
already been ssnt to Doctor McEiroy, 
rhe Pan Handle surgeon at that piace. 
Preparations were made to dress Ehe 
wounds in the ,bope of saving Ben- 
nett's life but the doctor bad only 
commenced when Bennett died.

Georgetown. Ky., Oct, 2S.—for tn» 


second time a jury of 12 men gave C*-' 
leb Powers a life sentence in the pent* _ 
tentiary on the charge Of conspiracy; 
to murder William GoebeL The Jury 
was out just 44 minutes. Powers look- 
ed pale and haggard, but hi» face be- 
trayed no unusual emotion when tfta 
verdict was announced. Judge Sim* 
Sled a motion for a new trial on the 
ground that all the jurors were D«m- 
ocrats. but this Judge CantrlU orer- 
ruled and pronounced sentence. Jt*ow- 
ers' attorneys prayed an appeal to the 
court of •appeals, and they were given 
until Feb. 1 to file a bill of exception*. 
Powers was remanded to the Frank- 
fort jail for safe keeping. The Jury 
took two ballots, the first one result- 
Ing three for a death sentence and 
nine for a life term. 


Officials Hopeful. 


"Washington. Oct- 28.—The state de- 


partment had no news to give out re- 
garding Miss Ellen M. Stone, t^_ 
American missionary, now in tne 
hands of the Bulgarian brigands- They 
are continuing unceasingly in their ef- 
forts to obtain her release, and again . 
messages were sent to Consul General 
Dickinson, now at Sofia, and to Spen- 
cer Eddy, the charge at Constantino- 
ple, urging renewed efforts for the 
establishment of communication be- 
tween the missionaries and the cap- 
tors of Miss Stone. The officials con- 
tinue hopeful of ultimately securing 
her release. 


Castro's Forces Defeated. 


San Jnan P. R.. Oct, 28.—Mtmoz T«- 


bar. a Venezuelan revolutionary aspi- 
rant for the presidency, received a ca- 
ble dispatch reporting the complete 
routing of General Castro's forces at 
Maturin. state of Bermadez, after * 
six hours" fight, with heavy losses on 
both sides.
